Dear Sirs: 


In answer to my letter of April 4 you questioned 
the occurence of dates on coins during the period 
from 1105 to 1485, It is highly possible that 
these are English tokens and similar illegal money 
of other countries of this period. The coins are 
of the smaller dimensions and crudely made, 


Such material may have been used by the Cabots in 
trading with the Indians, The Cabots certainly 
were familiar with Eastern coins bearing dates, 
some as far back as 23 B. OC. 


If you have a collection of English tokens of the 
fifteenth century, similar money for that period 
from other countries, or material giving information 
on such money I feel certain that we can establish 
the authenticity of the find and make a valuable 
contribution to history. If this material is 
available I shall be glad to bring the material to 
flew York for further investigation or send you
